Rep. Stacy says pjt. 
will bring homecare 
into the digital age 

Thanks to a grant awarded to the 
Morgan County Regional Technology 
Center, day-to-day monitoring of ARH 
Home Health Care patients may soon 
be accomplished electronically via a 
web-based patient and data manage- 
ment system. 

On March 16, Rep. John Will Stacy, 
D-West Liberty, presented a $107,100 
Community Economic Growth Grant 
(CEGG) to the Technology Center for 
the acquisition of equipment that will 
enable Morgan County Appalachian 
Regional Hospital’s Home Health Di- 
vision to acquire up to 40 completely 
scalable, in-home technology units 
capable of collecting physiological 
data from patients. 

Devices such as scales, respirom- 
eters, pulse oximeters, glucometers, 
and blood pressure cuffs will enable 
ARH Home Health Care providers to 
monitor patient care via the web-based 
devices. 

The third partner in the new initia- 
tive is the Morgan County Rural Health 
Initiative Technology Acquisition 
Project, which was recently approved 
for the Gateway Area Development 
District on behalf of the Regional Tech- 
nology Center. 

The grant money, coupled with an 
earlier $75,000 grant secured by Rep. 
Stacy for the Technology Center, will 
allow home health care advisors to in- 
stall the equipment, train patients in its 
use, and assist ARH Home Health in 
monitoring patient data. 



Additionally, the University of Ken- 
tucky Center for Rural Health will use 
the data obtained through the program 
to determine the efficiency and cost ef- 
fectiveness of the project for future ap- 
plications in the service area. 

“This grant will help physicians, 
nurses, pharmacists and other health 
professionals to have timely access to 
updated outpatient information,” said 
Rep. Stacy. “Patients that receive the 



home based technology will receive a 
new and better level of care.” 

Les Rogers, ARH Corporate Home 
Health Administrator said that this is 
the first home health technology 
project in the ARH service area. “We 
are indeed appreciative of the efforts 
of State Representative John Will 
Stacy for his efforts in securing funds 
and the opportunity to advance health 
care in Morgan County,” said Rogers.

Just what is a magistrate? 



By Joyce Wright 

As you travel around the county one 
can’t help but to notice all the cam- 
paign signs popping up in yards and 
along the roadways. Offices from con- 
stable to coroner to county judge ex- 
ecutive are being 
sought. But the 
one office/position 
with perhaps he 
most candidates 
per precinct is that 
of magistrate. There seems to be at least 
three or four or more in each precinct 
vying for the job. 

Sometimes voters, maybe even can- 
didates, do not stop to consider the im- 
portance of the magistrate’s job. 

KRS 67.710 is interesting reading 
and every voter should read it before 
going to the polls. It can be found 
online by typing in Kentucky Revised 
Statutes or it can be accessed through 
the public library. This particular stat- 
ute addresses the “powers and duties” 
of the county judge executive. It is a 
little over a page long in its entirety. 
Here are some excerpts: 

The statute starts, “The county 
judge executive shall be the chief ex- 
ecutive of the county and shall have 
all the powers and perform all the du- 
ties of an executive and administrative 
nature vested in or imposed upon the 
county or its fiscal court by law . . . 
and such additional powers as are 
granted by the fiscal court . . .” 

The statute then addresses powers 
of the judge executive by enumeration: 
1. Provide for the execution of all 
ordinances and resolutions of the fis- 



cal court . . . execute all contracts en- 
tered into by the fiscal court . . . 

2. Prepare and submit to the fiscal 
court for approval . . . 

3. Furnish the fiscal court with in- 
formation concerning the operations . 

. . necessary for 
the fis cal court to 
exercise its pow- 
ers or as requested 
by the fiscal court. 

4. Require all 
officials . . . 

whose offices utilize county funds . . . 
to make a detailed annual financial re- 
port to the fiscal court . . . 

5. Consistent with procedures set 
forth in KRS Chapter 68, prepare and 
submit to the fiscal court an annual 
budget and administer the provisions 
of the budget when adopted by the fis- 
cal court . 

6. Keep the fiscal court fully advised 
as to the financial condition and needs 
of the county . . . 

7. Exercise with the approval of the 
fiscal court the authority to appoint, su- 
pervise, suspend, and remove county 
personnel. . . 

8. With approval of the fiscal 
court . . . 

The fiscal court is to the county 
judge executive what Congress is to the 
President or what the State Legislature 
is to the Governor. The strength of the 
fiscal court depends upon the strength 
and independence of the magistrates 
who make up the court. It is impera- 
tive that those seeking the magistrate’s 
job be independent, unaffected by 
power, and not influenced by money.

Court to purchase 
site at Grassy Creek 
for animal shelter 



Helping Hands for 
Animals, Youth Cen. 
to operate facility 

An animal shelter for the county is a 
step nearer to reality following a vote 
by the Morgan County Fiscal Court at 
its March 8 meeting to purchase the Val- 
ley Farm Supply property at Grassy 
Creek for use as a county shelter. 

An $85,000 grant secured last year 
from the state Department of Agricul- 
ture to build a shelter will be used to 
renovate two existing buildings on the 
one and a half acre site. Purchase of the 
property will be from the county’s gen- 
eral fund. One of the buildings will be 
used for office space and storage of sup- 
plies. The other — a 30x70 ft. metal 
building — will be used as kennel space. 
Outside exercise runs also are planned. 

Under state law, counties are required 
to pick up and provide for the care of 
stray animals. Strays picked up by 
county workers currently must be taken 
to local veterinarians, who must be paid 
by the county and who are required to 
hold the animals for seven days before 
the animals are adopted or euthanatized. 
The program is currently costing the 
county over $20,000, said Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley. 

The shelter is expected to save the 
county over $10,000 a year, Conley said. 

Much of the savings will be accom- 
plished through an agreement with Help- 
ing Hands for Animals, a local volun- 
teer organization that has been working 
for a number of years to establish a 
county animal shelter, and Woodsbend 
Youth Development Center. 

Helping Hands for Animals, which 
operates a volunteer pet adoption and a 
spaying and neutering program for the 
county, will provide food, supplies, and 
volunteers for the shelter with funds 
raised by numerous fund-raising activi- 
ties it conducts each year. Woodsbend 
Youth Development Center will assist 
with animal care and kennel mainte- 
nance. As proposed. Helping Hands for 



Animals volunteers and the Youth De- 
velopment Center will operate the ken- 
nel six days a week with county work- 
ers to be in charge on the seventh day. 

Conley said local veterinarians are to 
be commended for their willingness to 
assist the county with the state-mandated 
animal control program, but it is a bur- 
den on them and they really don’t have 
the space to devote to the program, he 
said. 

In other action, the court opened bids 
for blacktop for 2006 paving projects 
and accepted the low bid, submitted by 
Hinkle Contracting. The only other bid- 
der was Standafer Paving. 

The court also authorized the use of 
six precinct officers at each polling place 
for the 2006 elections. The addition of 
two additional members to the election 
boards was approved because under fed- 
eral law, each polling place this year 
must have two voting machines. 

The court also authorized the judge

Sheriff Mickey Whitt advised this 
week that residents who notice any sus- 
picious vehicles or persons in their 
neighborhoods should contact the 
Sheriff’s Office. “This allows us to bet- 
ter better serve the county and prevent 
crimes,” Whitt said. 



$169,183 awarded to Morgan 
County for forage program 



The Kentucky Agricultural Develop- 
ment Board has mailed a check in the 
amount of $169,183 in support of the 
Forage Improvement model program in 
Morgan County. The Morgan County 
Agricultural Development Council and 
the Agricultural Development Board 
submitted a proposal, through Morgan 
County Fiscal Court, to the Kentucky 
Agricultural Development Board for 
cost- share assistance. 

The purpose of the Forage Resource 
and Improvement program is to improve 
net farm income through improved for- 
age quality, quantity, and efficient use, 
as well as provide science-based forage 
management decisions in Morgan 
County. Eligible investment areas in- 
clude: select seed and soil amendments 
such as clover, alfalfa, warm season 
grasses and select cool season grasses, 
filter fabric pads, and rotational grazing 
(fence and water). 

Senator Robert Stivers (R-Manches- 
ter) said, “The forage improvement pro- 
gram is a great opportunity for our farm- 
ers to increase feed production on fewer 
acres enabling them to increase herd 
sizes and profitability.” 



“Agriculture continues to be an im- 
portant part of Morgan County’s eco- 
nomic development and continued input 
by these state funds, legislated through 
HB 611, will help our farmers become 
more profitable,” said Representative 
John Will Stacy, D- West Liberty. 

To reduce Kentucky’s dependence on 
tobacco production, the Kentucky Leg- 
islature has made strides toward revital- 
izing the farm economy by investing 
50% of Kentucky’s Master Settlement 
Agreement into the Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Development Fund. To date, Ken- 
tucky has invested over $196 million to 
an array of county, regional, and state 
projects designed to increase net farm 
income and create sustainable new farm- 
based business enterprises. 

The Morgan County forage program 
is one of the over 2,323 projects that 
have been funded through Agricultural 
Development Fund, since the inception 
of the program in January 2001.

House’s Election Year Budget 
Sets Stage For Battle 



Wake up. I.B. alkla Ghost of Winding Stair 

Dispelling the myth of Mr. Potts 



By Todd Duvall 

FRANKFORT — The legisla- 
tive jockeying over the 2006- 
2008 state budget is well under- 
way. 

Barely a day out of his latest 
hospitalization, Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher last week took strong is- 
sue with the House version of the 
budget Fletcher proposed in Janu- 
ary. 

Fletcher said the roughly $18 
billion House budget borrows too 
much money — about twice the 
$900 million in new debt Fletcher 
proposed — and takes too much 
money out of the state’s rainy day 
fund for emergencies. 

And Fletcher complained the 
House appropriates too little to 
pay for state employee health in- 
surance over the next two fiscal 
years. 

The House budget also expects 
Fletcher to save another $50 mil- 
lion by cutting out waste in state 
government operations, a hefty 
amount even for Fletcher, who 
ran on cleaning up waste and cor- 
ruption in Frankfort. 

House Budget Committee 
Chairman Rep. Harry Moberly, 
D-Richmond, insisted the addi- 
tional borrowing is not excessive 
and won’t harm the state’s credit 
rating. Moberly also said the 
rainy day fund doesn’t need its 
nearly $120 million balance, and 
the $80 million the House took 
from it is better spent elsewhere. 

So far the Senate, which is 
now preparing its own version of 
a budget, is being noticeably quiet 
on spending issues. 

A lot of this posturing, how- 
ever, is aiming at the end-of-ses- 
sion negotiations that will go on 
between Fletcher, the House and 
Senate over what everyone can 
settle for in the two-year spend- 
ing plan. 

Fletcher’s correct about the 
rainy day fund. It’s far more than 
a ready source of cash if torna- 
does sweep across the state. It’s a 
cushion to soften the effect of an 
economic downturn that reduces 
expected tax revenues. The $38 
million left in the fund by the 
House would disappear very fast 
if the state’s economy for some 
reason takes a downward turn. 

And on the issue of health in- 
surance costs for state employees, 
no one ever went wrong by over- 
estimating what those costs will 
be 12 or 24 months in advance. 
Whether the House is prudent to 
shift $140 million out of the in-

surance fund will become evident 
soon enough. And there won’t be 
enough in the rainy day fund if 
the House bet turns out to be 
wrong. 

The House budget also puts 
political pressure on the Senate in 
an important election year. 

Much of the money shifted by 
the House is earmarked for larger 
pay raises for teachers, more 
higher education spending, and 
for health and human services 
programs. Much of the extra bor- 
rowing in the House budget goes 
for new university buildings that 
did not make it into Fletcher’s 
proposal. 

All of those — especially 
teachers and higher education - 
represent tens of thousands of 
voters who will be electing a new 
General Assembly in November. 

The biggest hurdle in reaching 
a budget compromise, however, 
centers largely on what Jefferson 
County gets out of the deal. 

The House budget appropri- 
ates $75 million for a new down- 
town Louisville arena, but speci- 
fies that it be built on a site op- 
posed by Fletcher, the Senate 
Republican leadership and many 
Louisville officials. The House 
also reduced substantially the ap- 
propriation for two long-planned 
new Ohio River bridges in Lou- 
isville, an action federal officials 
say jeopardizes further federal fi- 
nancing of the bridges project. 

But the full state funding of the 
bridges as requested by Fletcher 
means numerous road projects 
throughout the state must be de- 
layed for two or more years. 

Thus the budget negotiations 
become more than a Democratic 
House versus Republican gover- 
nor and Senate issue. It pits the 
state’s largest urban area — 
whose lawmakers are divided 
over the arena site in particular 
— against legislators from rural 
areas who depend on state road 
projects in their districts for re- 
election. 

Over the final weeks of the 
2006 legislative session, there 
may be an unprecedented level of 
pressure on everyone involved in 
working out a new budget that 
will complicate to a high degree 
an already difficult situation. 

This year, however, the Ken- 
tucky Supreme Court has made 
clear that failure to pass a budget 
is an option that even the most 
partisan members of the House 
and Senate dare not contemplate.

Unrestrained Celebration 
Marks V-J Day Here Tuesday 
(14th) 

Unlike V-E Day last May 8th 
when West Liberty observed vic- 
tory over the Germans in a re-

The Union Thanksgiving ser- 
vice consisted of singing of 
America, prayer by Jesse Adams, 
scripture by Rev. V.N. Maggard, 
and A.L. Osborne, Stanley Blair 
offered the conclusion prayer and 
Onward Christian Soldiers was 
sung.

Gardner and Oscar Pelfrey deliv- 
ering short messages. Most busi- 
ness places closed Wednesday in 
honor of the victory.

I have just read your article in 
last week's “Licking Valley Cou- 
rier” and it occurred to me that 
maybe your first boss merely as- 
sisted in making you the man you 
became. To illustrate, I felt com- 
pelled to submit to the readers a 
brief history of your formative 
years since I was there ... a daily 
spectator, if you will, and let them 
decide for themselves the origin 
of our toughness. 

Looking back on our child- 
hood days, we were neighbors in 
rural Morgan County about half- 
way between Pomp and Wrigley 
and we knew that if we wanted to 
play with other kids, we had to 
learn to play together ... no 
choice . . . not many neighbors 
nearby. And as we played day af- 
ter day, friendships developed. 
During those long, hot summer 
days, we “burnt up” that stretch 
of road along State Road 7 from 
the foot of Wrigley Hill about a 
quarter mile south to Junior 
Click’s sawmill. This piece of 
road and the hills and creeks on 
either side comprised our world . 
. . our entire space . . . with occa- 
sional outings for necessary 
things like attending church. In 
the summer, we traversed this 
road daily . . . barefoot . . . pranc- 
ing from one foot to the other 
across it before a car would come 
flyin’ down Wrigley Hill. It didn’t 
matter if your foot went “splat” 
in a puddle of hot tar or walked 
on the sharp gravels along the 
roadside but us girls would be 
heading for the cool soft grass 
beyond the gravels - Fm con- 
vinced your feet were “steel- 
treaded . . . all-terrain.” Tough- 
ness before the days of Mr. Potts? 

We might have been goin’ to 
Monie’s grocery store with our 
wagon load of one or two cent 
pop bottles where we’d tender 
them for buy-back for a five-cent 
pop or candy bar. I remember 
wading down the creek, playing 
under the culvert along the way 
to our swimming hole ... I even 
recall seeing snakes swimming 
downstream alongside us and we 
simply learned that if we didn’t 
bother them, they would do like- 
wise. After we got tired of swim- 
ming, we might venture on out to 
Junior Click’s sawmill where my 
older brother, Jimmy and his best 
friend, Coleman Howard (who by 
the way was particularly tolerant 
of us girls ... I guess because he 
didn’t have any sisters to have to 
contend with) would go and hang 
out claiming they were “workin’ 
at the sawmill.” Upon arrival, 
we’d somehow get the conveyor 
belt running and then take turns 
riding it to the top and jump off 
into that massive pile of sawdust 
below. To date, I consider that to 
be the single most thrilling event 
we ever encountered. 

On another day, we might have 
been marching over to the barn 
to play where we’d chase the 
chickens just to watch their feath- 
ers fly or climb up on the fence 
and throw corn over into the hog 
trough just to watch pigs make 
that mad rush for the food never 
anticipating that later in life we 
might re-visit this scene as the 



“early bird special at a buffet 
bar.” Speaking of restaurants . . . 
that reminds me . . . despite the 
gamut of physically challenging 
“games” we played with you . . . 
we could never coax you into 
“playin’ house” with us. The clos- 
est we ever came with you was 
one day when we caught you at a 
“weak” moment and you reluc- 
tantly succumbed to a brief epi- 
sode of “playin’ restaurant.” I’m 
certain this was due to your ex- 
pected limited involvement 
which consisted of taking a seat 
at our booth (a table with planks 
on each side held up by pop cans 
under each end) where you or- 
dered and gobbled down a 
cheeseburger and fries from our 
wide-mouth Mason jar lid, aka a 
plate. Now . . . since you’ve al- 
ways relished a challenge . . . 
consider this . . . I’ve just exposed

Most 
importantly, I could have helped 
renew the local economy. 

Sometimes we cannot avoid 
going to Wal-Mart or taking our 
business out of town. Many spe- 



“The next Farm Bill will actu- 
ally help rural America,” Rural 
Policy Research Institute Fellow 
Tom Rowley says in his latest 
column. Rowley says past bills 
have helped “a narrow slice of 
rural people, growers of subsi- 
dized crops,” and that subsidies 
“don't even do much for areas 
that are heavily farm-dependent,” 
citing the Kansas City Federal 
Reserve Bank’s Center for the 
Study of Rural America. 

But the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture showed at last 
month’s annual Agricultural Out- 
look Forum that it is now “fo- 
cused on the importance of rural, 
rather than farm, prosperity,” 
Rowley says, quoting RUPRI 
Director Chuck Fluharty: {The 
2006 Forum was a watershed 
moment in USD A history and 
could become a landmark event 
for U.S. rural policy. For the first 
time ever, these issues were cen- 
tral. I am hopeful this represents

a new USDA perspective and 
commitment taking hold.” 

Rowley credits “a conver- 
gence of factors,” including pub- 
lic support for USDA’s rural-de- 
velopment efforts, the non-farm 
part of which consumed only 0.7 
percent of the last farm bill; and 
“a new sheriff in town,” the World 
Trade Organization. “If the 
United States intends to honor its 
trade agreements (and avoid sanc- 
tions), farm production subsidies 
as we know them will have to go. 
When they do, billions in crop 
payments will be freed up and up 
for grabs,” Rowley writes. “My 
guess is that the department 
would rather keep that money in 
house and use it for rural devel- 
opment,” not deficit reduction.

The Impeachment Agenda 



Republicans are denouncing 
Senator Russ Feingold's proposal 
to “censure” President Bush for 
his warrantless wiretaps on al 
Qaeda, but we'd like to congratu- 
late the Wisconsin Democrat on 
his candor. He’s had the courage 
to put on the table what Demo- 
crats are all but certain to do if 
they win either the House or Sen- 
ate in November. 

In fact, our guess is that cen- 
sure would be the least of it. The 
real debate in Democratic circles 
would be whether to pass articles 
of impeachment. Whether such an 
inevitable attempt succeeds 
would depend on Mr. Bush's ap- 
proval rating, and especially on 
whether Democrats could use 
their subpoena power as commit- 
tee chairs to conjure up something 
they could flog to a receptive 
media as an “impeachable” of- 
fense. But everyone should un- 
derstand that censure and im- 
peachment are important — and so 
far the only — parts of the left’s 
agenda for the next Congress. 

And not just the loony left ei- 
ther, though it’s getting harder to 
distinguish them (national Demo- 
crat leaders) from the mainstream 
variety. Mr. Feingold is hardly 
some Internet crank. He’s a third- 
term Senator from a swing state 
who has all but announced his 
intention to run for the Demo- 
cratic Presidential nomination in 



As a legal matter, Mr. 
Feingold's censure proposal is 
preposterous. The National Secu- 
rity Agency wiretaps were dis- 
closed to Congressional leaders, 
including Democrats, from the 
start. The lead FISA court judges 
were also informed, and the At- 
torney General and Justice law- 
yers have monitored the wiretaps 
all along. Despite a media drum- 
beat about “illegal domestic 
eavesdropping,” Mr. Bush’s spir- 
ited defense of the program since 
news of it leaked has swung pub- 
lic opinion in support. 

But as a political matter, the 
Washington Senator knows ex- 
actly what he’s doing. He knows 
that anti-bush pathology runs so 
deep among many Democrats that 
they really do think they’re liv- 
ing in some new dictatorship. 
Liberal journalists solemnly de- 
bate impeachment, and political 
action groups have formed to pro- 
mote it. One of our leading left- 
wing newspapers recently com- 
pared Mr. Bush to J. Edgar 
Hoover and Richard Nixon, as if 



rums, Mr. Feingold is right to 
conclude that the facts behind any 
censure or impeachment motion 
won’t really matter. All that will 
count is the politics, which means 
it will come down to a question 
of votes in Congress. And several 
leading Democrats have already 
raised the “impeachment” card. 

California Senator Barbara 
Boxer loudly wrote four legal 
scholars late last year asking if the 
NSA wiretaps were impeachable. 
John Conyers, the ranking 
Democrat n the House Judiciary 
Committee, has introduced a 
resolution calling for the creation 
of a “select committee to investi- 
gate the administration”s intent to 
go to war before congressional 
authorization, manipulation of 
pre-war intelligence, encouraging 
and countenancing torture, retali- 
ating against critics, and to make 
recommendations regarding 
grounds for possible impeach- 
ment.” 

In other words, everything that 
Mr. Bush has been accused of 
during the last five years, no mat- 



ter how Orwellian or thoroughly 
refuted, will be trotted out again 
and used as impeachment fodder. 
And lest you think this could 
never happen. Judiciary is the 
House committee through which 
any formal impeachment resolu- 
tion would be introduced and pro- 
ceed. As the country heads toward 
2008 and a Democratic nomina- 
tion fight, John Kerry and Hillary 
Rodham Clinton would be hard- 
pressed to avoid going along with 
Mr. Feingold, Al Gore, and oth- 
ers feeding the bile of the censure/ 
impeachment brigades. 

Which brings us back to Mr. 
Feingold’s public service in float- 
ing his “censure” gambit now. 
He's doing voters a favor by tell- 
ing them before November’s 
election just how Democrats in- 
tend to treat a wartime President 
if they take power. 

Not only do they want to block 
his policies, they also plan to re- 
buke and embarrass him in front 
of the world and America’s en- 
emies.

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Hypertension 

and Diabetes 



Patients with diabetes are understandably focused on their blood glucose 
levels. However, it is important for pharmacists to stress that diabetes care 
goes beyond the evaluation of blood glucose and hemoglobin Aic . Patients 
with diabetes also need to monitor their blood pressure and lipids. 



Hypertension is estimated to impact between 20% and 60% 
of patients with diabetes. It appears to be linked with the 
metabolic derangement characteristic of diabetes: people 
with high blood pressure are 2.5 times more likely to develop 
type 2 diabetes within five years. These abnormalities are also 
linked to elevated risk of heart attack and stroke. 

Over 90% of patients with diabetes have type 2 diabetes, 
which is associated with a 70% to 80% chance of premature 
death from heart disease and stroke. Diabetes doubles the risk 
of cardiovascular events in men, and increases risk fourfold for 
women. Those with both diabetes and hypertension have twice 
the cardiovascular risk compared with nondiabetic 
individuals with elevated blood pressure. 

Lowering blood pressure can signifi- 
cantly reduce the risk of diabetes com- 
plications. The landmark United 
Kingdom Prospective Diabetes Study 
found that for every 10 mm Hg reduc- 
tion in systolic blood pressure, risk 
decreased: 

• 12% for any diabetes-related complication 

• 11% for heart attack 

• 15% for diabetes-related death 

• 13% for microvascular complications, includ- 
ing eye, kidney and nerve damage. 

Treatment strategies for hypertension in patients with dia- 
betes usually follow the steps below: 

Step 1 : Dietary and lifestyle modifications, plus pharmacologic 
therapy. The ADA recommends that angiotensin-converting 
enzyme (ACE) inhibitors be used in people with diabetes older 
than 55 years, and beta-blockers be used in those with known 
coronary artery disease. 

Step 2 : Increase drug dose, or add an agent from another 
class. Thiazide-type diuretics have been shown to reduce cardio- 
vascular outcomes and are often used in combination therapy.

Step 3 : Add a 
second or third 
agent. Most 
people with dia- 
betes will need 
to use 2 or 3 

medications to achieve optimal blood pressure control. 

Although many patients with diabetes take antihyperten- 
sive medications, most do not meet the blood pressure target 
of 130/80 mm Hg recommended by the American Diabetes 
Association and the Seventh Joint National Committee on 
Prevention, Detection, Evaluation and Treatment of 
High Blood Pressure (JNC VII). 

To help your patients achieve optimal 
blood pressure control, pharmacists 
should recommend the following 
strategies: 

• Lifestyle modifications, including 
weight loss, sodium restriction and 30 
to 45 minutes of exercise on most days 
of the week, have been shown to lower 
blood pressure. 

• Multiple medications may be needed to achieve blood 
pressure goals. Some classes of antihypertensive medication 
offer particular benefit for those with diabetes. In addition 
to their blood-pressure lowering effect, ACE inhibitors and 
angiotensin II receptor antagonists (ARBs) slow the progres- 
sion of kidney disease and should be used in patients with 
kidney damage. 

By educating patients about the relationship between blood 
pressure, blood glucose and diabetes complications, you can 
help patients with diabetes live longer, healthier lives. (

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Fallout from the Dr. Nickells story!!

What do a cup of coffee with 
Dockie Murphy, a Licking Valley 
Courier, a Hollon family living 
in Hillsboro, Ohio, a phone call 
at night, and Jay Leach have in 
common? 

A couple of years ago, while 
drinking a cup of coffee at the 
Dairy Cheer with Dockie 
Murphy, the subject of country 
doctors came up. Dockie told me 
about a Dr. Lee Nickell and Dr. 
Melbourn Nickell that practiced 
medicine in Ezel during the 
1940’s. Dockie and his father 
used to drive the doctor on house 
calls, as he had no car. A few 
weeks ago I wrote an article in the 
LVC about the Dr. Nickells in 
Ezel. The article not only ran in 
the LVC but in the Wolfe County 
News. There is a Hollon family 
living in Hillsboro, Ohio, that 
subscribes to the Wolfe County 
News. This family knew that their 
neighbors, a family by name of 
Nickell, are former Morgan 
Countians, and gave them the pa- 
per. I received a call the other 
night from a Mary Nickell Waits, 
whose mother had received the 
paper and gave it to her. She told 
me that Dr. Lee Nickell was her 
grandfather but she knew very 
little about him. 

It seems that Dr. Lee Nickell 
and his wife, Ethel Coldiron, had 
divorced and the family had 
moved to Carter County and later 
to Hillsboro, Ohio. Very little was 
ever discussed about Dr. Lee 
Nickell in Ethel’s family. The 
granddaughter, Mary, knew little 
about the doctor and her Nickell 
family connection except for a 



few things her father had told her. 

Dr. Lee Nickell later married 
Eliza Bailey. Eliza had four chil- 
dren who lived in Morgan County, 
Mabel Leach, Bertha Gibson, 
Herbert Bailey, and Opal Henry, 
almost neighbors. Opal is still liv- 
ing at the age of 92. Mabel Leach 
was the grandmother of Jay Leach 
of Ezel. After the Doctor article 
ran in the LVC, Jay called me and 
told me that Dr. Nickell had mar- 
ried his grandmother and he re- 
membered visiting with them 
when he was a child. 

The phone call from Mary 
Nickell Waits rekindled my inter- 
est in Dr. Lee Nickell. Mary told 
me his real name was “Leander,” 
not Lee and that is the reason I 
could never connect him with the 
rest of the Nickell family. From 
my own records and Don 
Nickell’s records I have pieced his 
family connection with our Mor- 
gan County Nickells. Dr. Lee 
Nickell and Dr. Melbourn Nickell 
were brothers, sons of Millard 
“Trig” Nickell. Their father was 
Joseph Harrison Nickell, who

factors for chronic kidney disease 
(CKD) are not being addressed in 
the United States, according to a 
report of the National Kidney 
Foundation’s (NKF) Kidney 
Early Evaluation Program 
(KEEP). 

This report summarized health 
information of 37,000 individu- 



lived in Scott County, VA, and 
was killed in the Civil War. Jo- 
seph Harrison’s father was John 
Nickell, Jr., son of John Nickell, 
a son of Joseph Nickell (born 
1750) and Elizabeth Fowler (born 
1754). 

I am sure there are those in 
Ezel that remember the two 
Nickell doctors. They practiced 
there in the 1940’s and Dr. 
Leander died in the early 1950’s. 
He had moved to Menifee County 
where he met a tragic death by 
falling from a barn loft and break- 
ing his neck. 

After all these years, Mary 
Nickell Waits was excited about 
the possibility of finding out more 
about Dr. Leander Nickell and Jay 
Leach is interested in getting a 
call from the Coldiron side of the 
family, which he had never met 
and knows little about. I might 
add, according to Mary N. Waits, 
Dr. Leander is buried in a cem- 
etery at Grayson, KY.

als who are at risk for kidney dis- 
ease. Risk factors include diabe- 
tes, hypertension or a family his- 
tory of kidney disease. Half of the 
participants in the report had 
CKD, yet only two percent were 
aware of it. Those with the dis- 
ease tend to have other serious 
health problems, such as obesity 
and anemia. 

“Awareness of risk factors and 
the need for screening can go a 
long way toward early detection 
and prevention of kidney dis- 
ease,” says Allan Collins, MD, 
president-elect of the NKF and 
director of the KEEP Data Coor- 
dinating Center. 

“Ninety percent of KEEP par- 
ticipants reported visiting their 
doctors in the last 12 months,” 
continues Collins, “yet most were 
not aware that they could be at 
risk for chronic kidney disease.” 

The right kind of screening is 
of critical importance, according 
to the NKF. Almost half of KEEP 
participants test positive for 
microalbuminuria, or trace 
amounts of protein in the urine, 
which is the earliest sign of kid- 
ney disease. 

“The good news is that we ap- 
pear to be having an effect on 
many populations that would ad- 
vance to dialysis or kidney trans- 
plantation. Nearly 60 percent of 
KEEP participants provide post- 
screening follow-up information 
and many report consulting with 
their physicians regarding el- 
evated blood pressure, anemia, 
and more because of information 
they learned through the screen- 
ing,” says Collins. 

“Ortho Biotech Products, L.P. 
[the primary sponsor of KEEP] is 
committed to working with na- 
tional and local advocacy part- 
ners, health care providers and 
medical institutions to reach pa- 
tient communities that are af- 
fected by chronic kidney dis- 
ease,” said Dr. Marsha Wolfson, 
senior medical director. Ortho 
Biotech Clinical Affairs. “The 
KEEP program is a vital resource 
that raises awareness of risk fac- 
tors and encourages early detec- 
tion." 

“CKD is not just a ‘kidney 
problem.’ Kidneys are respon- 
sible for filtering toxins out of the 
body; if they’re damaged, the 
whole body suffers,” said Dr. 
Laura A. Williams, Global Project 
Head, Abbott, associate sponsor 
of KEEP. “Abbott supports KEEP 
and other early diagnosis efforts 
because, if CKD is recognized 
early, treatment options are avail- 
able not only to slow the progres- 
sion of kidney disease, but also 
to prevent additional injury to 
other vital organs and tissues, es- 
pecially the heart and bones.”

New study confirms 
diseased deer meat 
holds deadly prions 

LEXINGTON, Ky. — Ac- 
cording to a story by Jim Warren 
of the Lexington Herald-Leader, 
University of Kentucky microbi- 
ologist Glenn Telling, “one of the 
country’s top experts on prions,” 
has helped confirm for the first 
time that muscle meat from deer 
with chronic wasting disease also 
contains deadly proteins known 
as prions. 

In a report published in the 
journal “Science,” Telling and his 
colleagues say study findings 
show that “haunch and leg meat 
from infected deer also contain 
prions, and that other meat could 



be affected. 

To date, there is no evidence 
that anyone has ever caught 
chronic wasting disease from deer 
or elk meat. Even so, authorities 
recommend that hunters should 
never eat meat from animals with 
CWD. And Telling’s findings ap- 
parently add weight to that rec- 
ommendation,” reports Warren. 

These new findings might 
come into play should chronic 
wasting disease ever move from 
deer and elk to humans, notes 
Warren. Another prion disease 
can do just that. Mad cow disease 
first appeared in the 1980s in Eu- 
rope and people started dying af- 
ter consuming beef from infected 
cattle.

House phone-dereg 
bill could cost rural 
rural consumers 

The Kentucky House voted 
yesterday to largely deregulate 
telephone service in the state, and 
the Senate is expected to follow 
suit. But “opponents warned that 
many customers — especially 
those who live in rural areas with 
less competition — could end up 
paying more,” according to The 
Courier- Journal of Louisville. 

“If the bill becomes law, it will 
remove state oversight of phone 
rates for everything but the dial 
tone,” writes C-J business re- 
porter Wayne Tompkins. “The 
state’s two largest local phone 
companies, BellSouth and Alltel, 
have lobbied heavily for the mea- 



sure, suggesting that burdensome 
state regulations have hampered 
their ability to compete with the 
all-in-one communications pack- 
ages offered by cable companies, 
writes John Stamper of the Lex- 
ington Herald-Leader. 

A foe of the bill, House Ma- 
jority Whip Joe Barrows, called 
it “perhaps the best piece of cor- 
porate overreaching and the worst 
piece of consumer legislation I’ve 
seen in my 26 years in the legis- 
lature.” 

A BellSouth official said com- 
petition will keep prices down, 
and customers in rural areas, 
which have little competition, 
will be protected because rates for 
the 40 percent who choose basic 
service will still be regulated by 
the state Public Service Commis- 
sion. — Ky. Institute For Rural Journalism

New encyclopedia 
deconstructs region’s 
‘■hillbilly’ image 

Creating a realistic picture of 
Appalachia’s history took a de- 
cade to complete, but co-editors 
Rudy Abramson and Jean Haskell 
welcomed the task. 

The book, which The Associ- 
ated Press calls the first general 
reference work on Appalachia, is 
available via the University of 
Tennessee Press for $79.95. Its 
1,832 pages contain contributions 
from more than 1,000 historians, 
folklorists, sociologists, geolo- 
gists and journalists. “What we 
tried to do across the entire ency- 
clopedia was to make sure the in- 
formation was authoritative, that 
the writing was clear and engag- 
ing and accessible, and we had 
balance,” Haskell, retired direc- 
tor of Appalachian studies at East 
Tennessee State University, told 
AP’s Duncan Mansfield. 

The authors note that debate 
rages over defining Appalachia. 
“They accept the federal defini- 
tion of Appalachia as including all 
of West Virginia and parts of Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia, Tennessee, South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina, Virginia, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and New York, roughly following 
the spine of the ancient Appala- 
chian Mountains,” writes 
Mansfield. Trends are explored 
such as “urban Appalachia” in 
growing metropolitan areas and 
“rural sprawl” in expanding tour- 
ism areas. 

The encyclopedia treats Appa- 
lachia as “a region that is a hell 
of a lot more complex and inter- 
esting than most people inside it 
and damn near everybody outside 
it think,” said Abramson, a Flo- 
rence, Ala., native and retired 
Washington correspondent for the 
Los Angeles Times. He is chair- 
man of the national Advisory 
Board of the Institute for Rural 
Journalism and Community Is- 
sues.

Facts about enrollment for prescription 
drug coverage under Medicare Part D

Are you beating the deadline? 
The May 15, 2006, deadline for 
open enrollment in Medicare Part 
D, to get drug coverage in 2006? 
If not, you could be facing higher 
monthly premiums than necessary 
for the balance of time you have 
Medicare coverage. And the next 
open enrollment is November 15- 
December 30. 

The reasons some people 
might be delaying are many: 
Some folks have heard or read 
reports and have decided it is too 
confusing to sort through and 
think if they ignore it, it will go 
away. But help available to lessen 
the confusion. Both the State 
Health Insurance Assistance Pro- 
gram (SHIP 800-928-4556, ext 
236 for Angela Zeek) and KY Se- 
niors Saving Medicare (KSSM 
(606-783-5125) are Kentucky 
Medicare partners in helping with 
education and enrollment efforts. 
Many people are getting signifi- 
cant savings as a result of enroll- 
ing in one of the Medicare Pre- 
scription Drug Plans] 

Some folks have been bom- 
barded with marketing messages 
that sound too good to be true or 
too expensive to afford. Response: 
SHIP and KSSM are not market- 
ers, but use the official 
HYPERLINK “http.il 

www.Medicare.sov” 
www.Medicare.sov website along 
with the list of your medications 
to compare which plans might be 
most likely to meet your need and 



your budget. 

Some folks think because they 
are taking few or no medications 
that it does not apply to them. 
Response: While it may be true 
that enrollment in a prescription 
drug plan may cost more than you 
are currently taking, 1) there are 
some (6) plans with premiums 
less than $25/month, and 2) as we 
age, we tend to have increased 
need for prescription drugs, even 
to facilitate preventive health 
needs. Remember the Medicare 
Prescription Drug Benefit is an 
insurance, and just like with your 
auto or home insurance, you are 
looking at avoiding undue future 
costs from both known needs and 
yet unknown needs. 

Some folks think that if they 
are not eligible for “Extra Help” 
with premiums for Part D, that 
they are not eligible to enroll in a 
prescription drug plan. [Re- 
sponse: Everyone with Medicare, 
regardless of income, can choose 
to enroll in a prescription drug 
plan. The “Extra Help” eligibility 
(for help with premiums, co-pays 
and deductibles) is based on in- 
come and resources, and is deter- 
mined by the Social Security Ad- 
ministration. And if income and 
resources are very limited, you 
may even be eligible for help with 
the Part B premium as well — ap- 
plications are through local Com- 
munity Based Services offices 
(same office as for Food Stamps 
and Medicaid). 

Some folks think they will be 
automatically enrolled without 
making a decision. Response: 



Those individuals who were al- 
ready receiving both Medicare 
and Medicaid either have been, or 
will be, auto-enrolled, as will 
those for whom their Medicare 
Part B premiums were being paid 
by the State. However, they can 
evaluate and choose a plan, based 
on their medications, that might 
serve their needs better. 

Some folks think that, because 
they have been getting medica- 
tions supplied by pharmaceutical 
companies, they will not need Part 
D coverage. Response: Many 
pharmaceutical companies have 
reported they will not be continu- 
ing this service if a person quali- 
fies for and/or enrolls in Part D 
and/or after the May 1 5 deadline 
date, so the individual would want 
to have clarification from the drug 
company. 

We hope you won’t wait be- 
yond the open enrollment time 
and miss the opportunity to enroll 
in a beneficial plan. If you already 
have creditable coverage (as good 
as or better than Medicare’s Part 
D coverage) through another in- 
surance, through a retirement 
plan, or through VA, then you are 
not impacted by the May 15 dead- 
line date, and you do want to care- 
fully safeguard the document 
from your insurer, in case some 
future circumstance changes to 
effect that coverage — then you 
would have 63 days in which you 
could enroll in a Medicare Part D 
plan without penalty. 

In addition to the SHIP and 
KSSM numberss above, you can 
also call 1 -800-MEDICARE 24 



hours for help — remember the 
word “Agent” when seeking to 
talk to a person about help with 
prescription plans. 

A word of warning for benefi- 
ciaries to not give out personal 
information to scam artists who 
claim to represent Medicare Pre- 
scription Drug coverage or Social 
Security. If you have not initiated 
a call to request information, it is 
best to hang up on those seeking 
information about your bank ac- 
count or Medicare claim number.

Cattle genetics 
pgm. regulation 
suspended by bd. 

The state Agricultural Devel- 
opment Board at a meeting last 
week suspended a requirement 
that “producer applications must 
be submitted prior to the purchase 
of a bull” from section C (2) of 
the model programs from Janu- 
ary 1 , 2006, until June 30, 2006. 
This suspension is temporary and 
the policy will resume for appli- 
cations on July 1, 2006. 

This requirement was added to 
the Cattle Genetics Improvement 
Model Program on December 16, 

2005, and it significantly impacts 
the effectiveness of the program 
and drastically changes the way 
the program is operated. Histori- 
cally, the board has not made 
model program guideline revi- 
sions during the year but the sus- 
pension for this requirement is 
needed due to the following rea- 
sons: 

1 . Retroactivity was allowed 
in all model programs, including 
the Cattle Genetics Model Pro- 
gram, until this change was made, 
and thus many Program Admin- 
istrators and farmers were not an- 
ticipating such a drastic change; 

2. Notice can be given to 
farmers that the requirements 
have changed for the 2007 cycle, 
since many farmers did not know 
the change was made already pur- 
chased a bull for the spring breed- 
ing season; and 

3. County funds are not re- 
ceived until April, at the very 
conclusion of the bull purchasing 
season, thus it was impossible for 
the ADB to approve the Cattle 
Genetics Improvement Programs 
before bull purchasing season 
began so that farmers could sub- 
mit applications prior to the pur- 
chase of a bull. With this suspen- 
sion, program administrators and 
farmers will have ample notice of 
the change for the last half of 

2006, as the requirement will re- 
sume July 1, 2006.

Diabetes Alert 
Day March 28 

Tuesday, March 28 is Ameri- 
can Diabetes Alert Day, held an- 
nually on the fourth Tuesday of 
March for people to find out if 
they are at risk for diabetes. The 
Alert’s goal is to raise the aware- 
ness that diabetes is serious; you 
can have diabetes and not even 
know it. 

Your risk for diabetes in- 
creases as you get older, gain too 
much weight, or if you do not stay 
active. Diabetes is more common 
in African Americans, Latinos, 
Native Americans, Asian Ameri- 
cans and Pacific Islanders. 

Risk factors for diabetes in- 
clude: 

•Having high blood pressure 
(at or above 130/80) 

•Having a family history of 
diabetes 

•Having diabetes during preg- 
nancy or having a baby weighing 
more than nine pounds at birth. 

Most people with diabetes do 
not notice any symptoms. How- 
ever if you should have any of 
these symptoms, call your health 
care provider right away: 

•Very thirsty 
•Frequent urination 
•Losing weight without trying 
•Excessive tiredness 
If you or the people you care 
about are at high risk for diabe- 
tes, you should leam more and get 
involved.
